It is all very easy and sounds wonder- 


derful'y conscientious to talk about non- 
partisan movements, but as a matter of 
fact, in these things that come within 
the realm of politics there can be no 
such thing as a non-partisan political 
movement. In New York they have 
ceased to use the word and in its etead 
they use the word bi-partisan, meaning 
composed of men from both parties. 
Thia cornea nearer the trulh, and yet it 
does not fully convey the true meaning, 
which is, third party or new party. 


Good raen cannot be put in office un- 


less they are voted for, and they cannot 
be voted for unless they are nominated, 
and the> cannot be nominated except 
by good raen ia convention, and a con- 
vention cannot be convened to express 
the wish of any considerable number of 
people save through the action of pri- 
maries. 


Under our system of government, no 


individual can accomplish anything and 
no oumberof individuals, no matter how 
great the cumber may be, can accom- 
plish anything unless they act in unison, 
and they cannot act in unison without 
organization, and when they have such 
Tganization they are a party wich party 
leaders and party workers. That is all 
there is of any party. 


This theory of municipal reform by 


nominating men (or office by organiza- 
tions outside of old party liaes without 
organizing a new party, is illogical and 
void. Third parties accomplish nothing 
except to cripple established parties. 
The only way to improve the morals of 
the public ia to elevate the tons of pub- 
ic sentiment. 
Parties are organized 


aggregations of citizens and are neither 


ood nor bad in themselves, Individuals 
who belong to parties may be good or 
bad. 


Keason Returning. 


Light seems to be breaking in upon 


organized labor that has heretofore re- 
ied upon strikes and breco. the walking 
delegate aa the moans for bettering the 
wage-earners' condition. The building 
trades of St. Louis havo changed their 
constitution so that the office of walking 
delegate 
ia abolished, havo declared 


itriking a failure and boycots un-Ameri- 
can, and that arbitration is the euro for 
labor troubles. This action, if followed 
up, will do tho cause of labor more good 
than all tho strikes that have ever been 
ordered, and will dispense with the 
army of demagogues who have so long 
misled organized labor to its own hurt.

SPF.ISGPIELD, 111, Jan. 31. Alexander 


f. Jones, one of the Cook County's Rep- 
esentatives, shot into the House to-day 
a bill on the question of hats. He is op- 
>osed to the wearing of large hats in 
boaters and he is e;oing to regulate by 
bill. The measure was referred to tho 
unanimous approval of that august 
body. It will be sent on its way rejoic- 
ng in the House. Maybe it will get 
lirougb. and maybe it will not. 


The bill makes it a misdemeanor for 


my person occupying a scut in any place 
if amusement to obstruct tbe vision of 
my other patron of said place of amuse- 
nent by the wearing of any hat, bonnet, 
or other unsightly head covering after 
laving been notified to remove the same, 
t requires tho authorities of such places 


of amuaement to secure the observance 
of the order and they have power to ro- 
nove any person who violates the pro- 
visions of the act. People who persist 
n wearing, their hats after receiving 
due notification will be fined $'25, as. will 
also managers of theaters, etc., who neg- 
ect to enforce the luw. 


Ibis is what Mr. Jones has to say 


about his famous measure-: 


"My bill will fill an acbing void in tho 


heart of every male lover of the play. It 
will save couniless eouls that go down 
[o perdition annually, a victim to the 
irst groat temptation to profanity, bo 
;otten by the Gainsborough bat that 
ises like a cloud und obscures forever 
the sacred opera in front of the vision 
of tho i. M. C. A. young man. It is i\ 


rout moral measure too, you see, and 
ifflit well hava been so entitled. Fur- 


:her than that, it is a temperance bill 
;oo—not a high license bill iike those 
tilled every session by my friend Bill 
Burke- in the Committee on Licenses but 
a great'tentative' measure as we used 
to say of Springer's tariff bill at Wash- 
'ngron. 


"How many a young man has become 
victim of th» demon drink by rushing 


out frantically between the acts whilo 
suffering from temporary a-berration and 
taken the first fateful drink that is the 
only refuge and solace to the victim of 
tbe big hat nuisance. Thi-s bill is to pre- 
vent the'first drink'that Francis Mur- 
phy used to talk Libout. I will confess 
that I havo been somewhat surprised by 
the* popular, in fact, uproarious approval 
which the bill has received from my col- 
Icaugues. Tho committee on Judiciary, 
composed of twenty-nine leading lawyers 
of the House, pronounced for it to a man 
at this afternoon's session.

Thnt ended nil hope of seeing 
anything, but 1 expected to hear a little 
of the thing until n dilettante sitting be 
hind me began to tell his girl all about 
tho play. He kept about two'minutes 
in advance of tho actors all tho time; 
and when my friend and 1 complained 
that we had already paid for that play 
and did not want to gut it free, ho asked 
the usher to put us out.

Kirl -.'1 about, tho play in ndvnncn,

their materials and goods from the sea- 
board at lower rates that those which 
obtain to any jobbing point in Illinois. 
The Chicago merchants are demanding 
a state rate, and the effect will be ac- 
cording to interior jobbers, a body blow 
to their interests. They say low rates 
from Chicago in addition tc a low rate 
to Chicago cuts off the- interior jobber 
from the territory which he supplies. 
It, must be remembered that the country 
jobber is compelled to keep his goods in 
stock, while nearly all manufacturers 
have warehouses in 
Chicago 
where 


wholesalers can buy goods to meet de- 
mands from their country trade. In 
other words, tu buy goods after they are 
sold. 


These are but a few of tbe ramifica- 


tions and sinuosities of this, important 
bill of work. Any reduction in the rev- 
enue of the railroads will be met by a 
corresponding reduction in the wages 
paid employes. 
Labor 
organizations 


throughout the state think they see iu 
the reduction of rates no end of harm to 
the laboring classes. 


The Peoria Jouranl says thr>t the 


proposition of tho Chicago shippers to 
reduce freight rates for thei) benefit 
will ruin Pciiria, and that it is a fell 
stroke at local jobbing interests and 
wages of railroad employes. Continu- 
ing, tho Journal says that those who 
are interested in Peoi-ia and tho welfaie 
of the business of the town, will learn 
with alarm that, by virtue of a deal be- 
tween Chicago and the state board of 
railroad and warehouse commissioners, 
the jobbing trade of this and other cities 
is-to bu crushed out and tho wages of 
railroad employes cut in tho inteiests of 
Chicago shippers. So real is the clanger 
that a committee of business men, com- 
posed of C. J. Off, P. J. Singer and 
Frank II. Jack,Jbas been appointed to 
seo tbat Peoria's interests are not sur- 
rendered without a struggle.
